ARRESTED AS ESCAPE 


Wife Speaks of Suicide as 
Law Claims Its Due in 
1919 Jail Break. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 1—#)—Police 
Sergeant Edward Dooley had under 
arrest today a man he said admitted 
he was Howard Fulger, 56, one of 
14 convicts who staged a sensational 
escape from the old Jackson, Mich., 
penitentiary in 1919 by tunnelling un- 
der a wall. 

For 14 years, Dooley said, Fulger 
had resided here under the name of 
Howard Law, with a wife 13 years 
older than he who in their 17 years 
of married life had never known her 
husband’s past. 

Dooley and Police Sergeant Donald 
Coakley arrested Fulger yesterday on 
advices from Michigan. Finding him 
in his neat and well furnished apart- 
ment, they bared his arm, they said, 
and found the tattooed marks of the 
escaped Fulger. Dooley said they con- 
fronted the prisoner with his finger- 
prints at the detective bureau and he 
admitted his identity. 

At the time of Fulger’s escape, 
Dooley said, he had served two years 
of a ten-to-twenty-year sentence for 
criminal asasult. After he had dug 
his way out of the prison—a three- 
month job—Fulger went to Clinton, 
Iowa, and married a widow, Dooley 
said he told him. 

Fourteen years ago the couple came 
to Chicago. For the past nine years, 
Dooley said, Fulger has been an en- 
gineer in a Lake Shore apartment

“What is it all about?” she asked. 

“T have to go back.” he answered.

“He was always such a wonderful 

man,” she told police officers. “Do 
you know what he was doing when 
you came to our home to arrest him? 
He was downtown buying a box of 
eandy as a Halloween present for 
me.” 
Police confirmed her story. They 
said Fulger laughed when shown a 
photograph of himself taken 17 years 
ago. 

“He's sure a tough looking fellow,” 
they quoted him as saying. 

Dooley said Michigan authorities 
were en route here for the fugitive but 
that Fulger refused to waive extradi-

ADVICE WASHINGTON, Nov. 1.—If your money is itching for ac- 

tion, bet on Mr. Roosevelt to win by a strong electoral but 
a comparatively short popular margin. If it is not itching, do not 
scratch it. 

Wise professional prophets generally are reluctant to make bets, 
mainly because they are not sure whether the Literary Digest face figures 
are wrong at last. Other trustworthy signs indicate a different result. 
But few well-informed people are sufficiently convinced to mortgage the 
house and lot to raise money for a wager. Also, there are dozens of other 
confusing factors which make this the hardest election to dope with cer- 
tainty in many a year. 

The odds you hear from Wall Street bear signs at times of having 
been tampered with. They are at least at the mercy of a very few highly 
excited individuals on both sides, like the famous watchmaker who is 
supposed to have sent in $200,000 on Roosevelt. 

If you try to judge prospects by inner signs

HEALTH TALKS

A newborn baby expands the lungs 
and prevents collapse (atelectasis) of 
the lung, by vigorous erying. Every 
baby needs at least one good lond ery 
a day, and if necessary should be 
spanked or dashed with a little cold 
water after the regular bath, to induce 
crying. é 

The young infant gets sufficient ex- 
ercise by erying and by kicking the 
legs and waving the arms about at 
various timess See that the arms and 
legs: are mot ‘restrained by clothing. 
It is normal for a young baby to 
kick the covers off almost as fast as 
mother or nurse can put them on 
again. In warm weather or a heated 
room it is as well, perhaps better, not 
to keep the baby covered up so much. 

For a few minutes after the daily 
bath at 4 or 5 p. m. it is a@ good rule 
to finish off the bath (plain water and 
little or no soap or only slain toilet 
soap if any) with a sprinkle of cold

rubbing with warm soft dry towel, 
then a powdering with plajn, talcum, 


-and a gentle rubbing of back and chest 
‘with the dry hand, while the baby

At. three months or older the baby 
begins to grasp. During the few min- 
utes of daily playtime let him’ grasp 
your fingers while you slowly lift un- 
til he lets go.

ment. At four months he should be 


his belly and make at least an effort 
to crawl. This daily exercise must 
never last more than five minutes at 
a time, 

Before the age of four months a 
baby needs ‘no amusement or entertain- 
ment more than he gets from just look- 
ing vaguely about, and after that age 


his requirements in the way of amuse- 


ment are too simple for toys. Do not 
hang swinging objects over his head. 
Do not give the baby any toys suit- 
able for a child. Do not use any 
brightly painted articles, crib, ved, 
toys, high chair which the baby can 
possibly gnaw or suck on. Never give 
the baby any object to suck on. After 
six months a suitable toy would he a 
plain rubber doll or horse or dog but 
not on. with a whistle in it, or a 
bright colored worsted ball. 

_ After six months the baby will en- 
joy soft music such as the singing ot 
a bird or soft playing of a piano or 
violin or soft singing. But not loud 
radio musie, phonograph, band. 

Never tickle or otherwise excite the 
baby to induce laughter. 

Never permit anyone to kiss the 
baby. Remember that a young infant 
has not acquired much natural im- 
munity and may contract a serious or 
fatal illness which, in an older per- 
son, would be only a trifling indispo- 
sition. Remember, too, that the baby 
must be kept always beyond the range, 
the conversational spray range, of 
anyone who purports.to have a slight 
“eold.” Most adults are not only ig- 
norant but quite callous about this 
and the baby’s guardian need have no 
hesitation about protecting the de- 
fenseless infant from the possible 
hazard. 

“Baby talk” is to be frowned upon 


to the baby and it is bad teaching, 
for the baby learns to speak by listen- 
ing to speech. If the speech the baby 


hears is not normal the baby's speech 
'will not be normal.
